ast Saturday morning at the hotel at 
JreaKerstown. Md. District Attorney 
Keith and County Detective Chas. H. 
Wilson had had many reports of the 
whereabouts of Waddle aud about the 
middle of last week reliable informa- 
tion came from Sterling Gait, Editor 
of the Emmitsburg Chronicle, that 
Waddle was at Creagerstowu or Tbur- 
uaout. Friday night the constable of 
that district was given instruction to 
arre.-t Waddle aud found him asleep 
in nib room at the hotel. At lirst 
Waddle tried to make the constable 
believe he was not the man who was 
wanted- Thei; he contemplated await- 
ing extradition papers, but coiuinuui- 
catiusAvith his father here he tiuaily 
decided to ttive him&elf up, without 
such papers, sherifl' Colestock aud 
Co. Detective Wilson left at 11 o'clock 
ou Saturday uiorniug for the prisoner 
by Geo. Eberbart's automobile and 
before 2 o'clock in the afternoon had 
returned with Waddle. 


The prisoner had been traveling

the recent Commencement exercises 
of the 
High School, we asked the 


you uj: man to permit us to print his 
speech, which follows, so that the 
kuowletteeol this institution iniuht 
be more widely scattered and make 
friends for the Library. 


Feuelon declared. "Jf the riches of 


India or the crowns of all the king- 
doms of Europe, were laid at my feet 
iu exchange for my love of reading, I 
would spurn ti.eui all." Would you ? 
Stop, and think what it would mean. 


On the one hand it is to have more 


wealth and worldly power and gran- 
deur tbau any other man has ever 
had. 
.But for these things which can- 


not last, we are asked to trive up our 
love for reading. 
What would it in- 


volve? Au ignorant, belittled and be- 
sotted soul, forjtime and eternity, for 
the miud aud soul can 110 more live 
without knowledge thau the tissues of 
the body without food. 


There are three sources by which 


knowledge may be obtained, namely: 
couverr-atiou. experience and reading. 
Goethe lias wisely =aid, "A l u a u 
should hear a iittle music, read A little 
poetry and see a Hue picture every- 
day ofhis life. in order that worldly 
cares may not obliterate the sense of 
the beautiful which God nu-f impiaut- 
ed in the human soul/' 
Iherefore, 


how exceedingly limited would be 
one's experiences and conversations 
here iu the more remote and rural dis- 
tricts, with small means, if we were 
not allowed the blessed privilege of 
reading books. 


'•Heading." says Lowell, '•!:• the key 


which admits us to the whole world ut 
thought and fancy and imagination, to 
the company of saiut and sage, of the 
wisest and the wittiest at their wisest 
and wittiest moments. It enables us 
to see with the keenest eyes, to iiear 
with the finest ears, and to listen to 
the sweetest voices of all." 


Through reading we feed the mind 


and develop the soul. How few, and 
feeble, aud absurd, also childish, are 
the thoughts and deeds of those who 
have 110 books. Of what benefit would 
the world's wealth be to such a savage 
or ignoramus, who would not read, 
but preferred the world's gold and 
silver to reading? 


What are books? 
What do they 


contain ? Books are the phonographs 
of the dead who speak to us in them of 
their lives, their love, their thoughts, 
their times aud their deeds. Pick up 
Caesar and he will recite his cam- 
paigns for you, Cicero, his great ora- 
tions. or Socrates aud Plato, the great 
problems of the hereafter, and again, 
Paul or John, and you will hear of the 
glories of heaven. Aye! Out of this 
phonograph you may also hear the 
words of life from the lips of the 
Saviour himself. 


Come down to the present time aud 


the toilers, travellers, poets, sages, re- 
formers. priests aud kings tell us 
through their many boobs of what 
they have seen of things that are, were 
or of things yet to come. A h ! a poor 
man. indeed, is lie who is not fond of 
reading. 


But we must read books to become 


stronger, better and wiser. We must 
be able to shun, as we would au in- 
fectious disease, tl-.e reading that tends 
to lower or weaken our manhood. 
There are many antidotes for tuauy 
bodily poisons but who can minister 
to a miud diseased ? 
Therefore, we 


must uol take to our minds a leprous 
companion :n the shape of a false or 
vicious book. 


Many libraries, both public aud pri- 


vate. are making many mental dys- 
peptics who feed only on books which 
do not cultivate the mind i»ut degrade 
it with their vile contents. 


But the privileged, the thinking, aud 


theiutelligeut classof men and women 
of tedav. have ia criticising each and 
every new itonk. through the public

Over one 
thousand dollars have been raised dur- 
ing the dozen years since it* forma- 
tion. 
The entertainment and play 


have been the most desirable means 
ol raising this large sum 
But of late 


our patrons have become tired of these 
and have not palroni/ed us as former- 
ly. The latest and most unique means 
for raising the fund was suygested and 
used by the class which i< now before 
before Vou. That means was the farce 
entitled "Down the Pike." 
Thrjugh 


tins we were able to clear the neat sum 
of one hundred and forty-live dollars 
aud placed one hundred and lilty vol- 
umes on the shelves. This puts the 
class of 1'JUS iu the lead as far as the 
donation of books is concerned and of 
their good work they are justly proud. 


The 'juestiou is now asked, In what 


ways are the books used? The great- 
est use to which they are put is for 
reading purposes. 
Over sixty vol- 


umes are given out each week 
These 


are allowed to be kept out for two 
weeks. But is this the only way in 
which they are used ? >*o. the poetry 
and literature are used in the litera- 
ture classes, the history and travels in 
the history classes, aud the best works 
of such authors as Dickens. Thack- 
eray, Kipling and Irving are assigned 
to the Beuior class for studv. 
The 


books are also used to furnish material 
for the D. A. It. prize essay and other 
essay subjects. 
These and several 


other ways are the principal means of 
use. 


The reading of good literature al- 


ways tends to accoiuplish some good 
end. 
Has it done so for the pupils of 


the High School? 
Yes, it ha> taught 


them to see the beauties aud glories of 
nature a.- they are portrayed, to select 
a high ideal i.y which to live, to stim- 
ulate a new desire for something which 
give:- -omet:i:ug in return and to be- 
a>;ue jjood and faithful citizens, abid- 
ing by the lav: and the constitution. 
The pupil alone has not been benefit- 
ted, 
l-ut al-o the companions aud par- 


ents with whom he associates. The 
book is recommended, its values is 
told aud people who formerly were 
aot interested in the library, have be- 
come great friends and donors to the 
schn,)!. They even heip to enlarge it. 
Duric^ this year ov^r twenty volumes 
have been added iu this way. 


Thus we see the development of one 


of the best libraries of its size :LI this 
community. During the twelveyears 
of its existence it has grown very rap- 
idly. In this short lapse of time, it 
has made manifest a great change iu 
the young people of the public schools. 
You may not have known these few 
facts concerning this, our one great 
prize, but we hope that you will en- 
courage the pupils who will follow us 
to carry on this enterprise for the ac- 
complishment of good in the town. 
Do not simply speak to them but visit 
the school some Friday afternoon aud 
see this gem of great value. And if in 
any way you can help the progress of 
this useful institution, do it willingly 
and with the knowledge that it will 
help to make a better citizen out of 
every pupil. May the High School 
Library prosper and grow as the years 
pass away aud may the spirit of pride 
abide with you. the parents aud 
friends of the pupils, iu knowing that 
"Au act cast forth into the ever-living, 
ever-working universe, is a seed-grain 
that cannot die.
